In Memory of Harcld McKenzie 


“The death of a man who has 
reached the middle span of life, 
and whose accomplishments 
have been many and great casts 
a heavy pall over his community. 
Seldom does the death of Youth 
cause such a feeling. The loss 
of Harold McKenzie, however, 
has cast such a shadow over 
Saginaw High School which will 
not soon be lifted. 

True, he was but a boy just 
budding into manhood, but the 
manly qualities which he dis- 
played gave ample promise of a 
brilliant and noble future. 

“Мас” was a good scholar, 
obedient to all school authority, 
an ardent worker in all school 
activities, a clean hard fighter on 
the Athletic Field, and above all 
else, game to the core. He was 


the type of person whose living 
presence made the world seem 
brighter and whose death has 
left a great void. 

His parents who sacrificed for 
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him, Saginaw High School which 
was proud of him, and his com- 
panions who loved him, have 
suffered a loss which can never 
be filled by another.”
